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Father Hubbard Returns to 








Ottawa Defeats Loyola 


In an extremely interesting and “a 
propos” debate Loyola represented by 
Norman Dann and Frank Power lost a 
three to nothing decision to Ottawa 
University, represented by Giles Mc- 
Carthy and John Bain, the latter hold- 
ing the negative side of the resolution 
“Resolved that the St. Lawrence Water- 
ways project will be beneficial to Can- 
ada”, commenced their side of the ar- 
gumentation with Giles McCarthy stating 





| a definition of the prospect. 


He dealt at great length with the ex- 
portation of wheat, claiming that a deep 
sea waterway up the St. Lawrence woulu 
save both time and expense. He men- 
tioned five ports where at present wheat 
trom “Hast of Lake Superior must be un- 
loaded and stored before proceeding to 
its overseas destination. The railways, 
according to him, were too congested and 
not suitable to carry all this bulk traf- 
tic. Further he stated that Canada 
bought coal from U. S. A. and overseas 
when there was sufficient coal in Nova 
Scotia to supply the whole of ‘Canada, 
and could be supplied if the Waterways 
system were adopted. Frank Power 
opening for the negative stated that he 
and his colleague would deal at length 
only with the Economic aspect of the 
p.oblem. 


In referring to the Navigation aspect 
he mentioned that savings had been gros- 
sly eanggerated. He stated that the 
world price of wheat was fixed by the 
Liverpool Market and thus the wheat 
would not be sold at a smaller rate. The 
cost of the prospect he maintained would 
be much greater than actually calculated 
due to tne fact that every little port 
would insist upon development. The C. 
N. R. would lose even more than it is 
losing now due to increased competition 
and moreover the railways are not con- 
gested. John Bain resuming the argu- 
ments for the affirmative held that of- 
ficial costs as advanced by the Commis- 
sion of 1932 was forty millions. To 
balance this he said the U. S. A. would 
spend fifty-four millions on Canadian 
labour and materials. He brought for- 
ward a serious power shortage in the 
immediate future. Ontario alone could 
use one half million horse power, while in 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania and New Eng- 
land there exists at present a shortage 
of power. 

He put down the savings per bushel 
at three cents, mentioning also that al- 
though the price was fixed at Liverpool 
they did not expect a lowering of the 
sales price, but they did expect a saving 
to the farmer due to a lowering of the 
cost of transportation. Norm Dann in 
closing for the negative maintained that 
there was a surplus of power already 
in Quebec and Ontario. Present power 
systems could be improved to meet the 
rising demands of power if necessary at 
one half the cost and in two years to 
the six years necessary for the St. Law- 
rence scheme. Each factory jhe held 
would have to install emergency steam 
engines in case of a failure of electricity. 
The cost of the new power plants would 
be met with a bond issue or a heavy 
taxation of industry and neither of these 
is desirable. He warned that we must 
not think the cost would be small for the 
Welland Canal alone cost $152,000,000.

And in the mean time whilst contri- 
buting to the support of these papers, 
and hence indirectly to our own down- 
fall, we totally neglect our own press, 
which is degenerating and heading for 
bankruptcy owing to lack of financial 
support by their patrons, the Catholics. 
It is essential for our own good, and 
for that of the whole world at large 
that we support our own news magazi- 
nes and papers. It is not just, that Ca- 
tholics should buy nothing but secular 
sheets, and never read our own publica- 
tions. These Catholics are playing with 
fire, they are jeopardizing their faith. 

This month has been proclaimed Ca- 
tholic Press month, and we as Catholics, 
everyone of us without exception, should 
try his level best to cultivate, even if 
only for this month, the habit of reading 
Catholic publications. Our Press needs 
our aid, and we need their advice and 
help too. It is a clear case of “United 
we stand, divided we fall”, and we are 
in duty bound to do all we can to help 
this our Catholic Press.

tic, in an “Oomiak”, which is an open 
boat, made out of skins and to which he 
had attached an outboard motor, He will 
give us in his absolutely clear, concise, 
comprehensive, tough, always familiar 
Style, the scientific conclusions at which 
he had arrived, as to the language and 
ethnology of the northern Alaska Eski- 
mos.

His lecture is just what we need in the 
way of enlightenment on the subject of 
the eskimo, for we have been long under 
the impression that has been presented 
to us by comic strips, of the Eskimo liv- 
ing in “Igloos” and acting hardly dif- 
ferent from the average polar bear.

LORD TWEEDSMUIR 


A statesman and an author, an administrator and a travel- 
ler, has passed from our ken. Karety has Canada been fortunate 
enough to have such an intellectuai genius as Governor-general. 
Lord ‘[weedsmuir of Elsfield has brought honour and dignity 
to our vice-regal office. 

Through his many travels in Canada and in the United 
States he has increased international goodwill, and in our own 
country has helped to foster a more personal attachment to the 
Crown. None of his predecessors ever travelled the Dominion 
so thoroughly as he. Krom the balmy climate of Victoria to the 
windswept coast of Cape Breton, from the vast prairie wheat- 
fields to the Arctic wastes, from the Niagara fruit-belt to the 
quaint Gaspé coast, his tall, spare figure has become known to 
every Canadian. Probably no other man in our country can 
count so many acquaintances as could the late Lord Tweedsmuir. 

Known to readers the world over as John Buchan, he has 
used his vice-regal office to promote Canadian Literature; every 
worthy literary project has gained his active patronage, and in 
the short space of five years he made Canadians more conscious 
of their vast literary wealth. 

It is an interesting fact that one of his last appearances 
should have been the dinner at the residence of the Apostolic 
Delegate. He has always shown a very sympathetic ear to the 
Catholic problems in this country. His friends were universal, 
Protestant and Catholic, French and English. 

In the passing of Lord Tweedsmuir, an intellectual light 
has been extinquished. His works shall live on. Though ours 
is a heavy loss, we will always remember his personal attach- 
ment to Canada. Requiescat in pace. 


LENTEN SEASON 


The Church sets aside a definite portion of the year as the 
Lenten Season. This period is a holy season in which we as 
Catholics should make a special effort for greater association 
with God, a season in which by small but important sacrifices 
and good deeds, we show in a concrete manner our love of our 
Creator and Saviour. Yet an interesting and rather strange 
expression of this love finds form in an all too apparent atti- 
tude of grumbling and dissatisfaction. The average Catholic 
gives vent to many common exclamations viz: “Gee whiz! I’ve 
got to give up candy!”, “Heck! I’m giving up cigarettes but it 
certainly is a bother”. “Fish! Fish! And more Fish! What a 
Season this Lent is!” 

Here we notice that Lent unfortunately, is regarded as a 
rather disgusting period which curtails our ordinary pleasures. 
And yet the Catholic knows somehow or other, that he must 
make the Lenten Season a little different from the rest of the 
year. Certainly this attitude is the wrong one, and should be 
avoided at all costs. LENT means GOOD. This might seem a 
little strange but to be sure, this is what God intends it to be. 
Have you ever heard of God actually intending evil? This holy 
season is for our own welfare and God gives us this opportunity 
to control and strengthen and to enrich ourselves. Remember, 
that a grudged sacrifice is no sacrifice, and that Christ’s Lent 
is and can be cheerful and joyful. Whatever you do, be cheerful 
in your generosity. 
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WE ARE IN THE RIGHT 


“The spectre of war is most horrid. 
Yet, now that war has come, reflection 
shows that it is an honour to be engaged 
in ite because we have come to a decid- 
ing point between civilization and bar- 
barism. No matter what the anguish, 
we are in the right. The dictators had 
said that democracy was incapable of 
sacrifice, that it was effete. But we 
have proved them wrong, because we 
have risen to break, to lock, to crush, 
and to have done with evil. Whereas 
there was a danger that we would be- 
come sunk in the sloth of self-indul- 
gence, we are now acting without 
thought for self. This is the best Chris- 
tian token for many years.” 

These thoughts were expressed by the 
distinguished English Jesuit Fr. Martin 
Cyril D’Arcy at the Loyola Auditorium 
in a recent lecture. Fr. D’Arcy, who is 
at present Dean of Philosophy at Ford- 
ham University, was educated at Stony- 
hurst and Capion Hall, Oxford. Ordain- 
ed priest in 1921, he taught at Stony- 
hurst, and later worked at the Jesuit 
Church of Farm Street in London. Be- 
fore coming to America this summer, he 
was a lecturer in Philosophy at Oxford 
Uaversity; and also master of Campion 

all. 

A distinguished scholar, he ranked 
among his friends many of the most out- 
standing men of the day. During his 
stay here in Cannda he was the personal 
guest of the late and deeply lamented 
Governor General of Canada, Lord 
Tweedsmuir, who was a close friend of 
his at Oxford. 

Loyola feels itself greatly honored to 
have been visited by such a man, of 
whom Lord Tweedsmuir said but a few 
days before his death,—“I have always 
considered him one of the most vigorous 
and original minds among contemporary 
English thinkers.”
